Second Mortgage in Favor of Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co. for $275,000 
Placed’ on the Property. 


Gov. Stone has taken a hand in the St. 
Louis United Elevator Co.’s troubles by or- 
Gering the Railroad and.Warehouse Com- 
missioners to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the shortage in that company’s 
elevators. The Governor has heard the 


stories of corruption and gross mismanage- 
ment of what has been termed the ele- 
vator ring, and in view of the fact that the 
charges of corruption have become a mat- | 
ter of public gossip he believes that in 
justice to the stockholders of the company, 
and to the vast grain trade of St. Louis as 
well, a thorough investigation of t com- 
pany’s affairs is pertinent at this time. 

In accordance with the Governor's desire, 
the Board of Railway and Warehouse Com- 
missioners have issued instructions to State 
Grain Inspector O’Shea to weigh up all 
the grain in the elevators of the United Ele- 
vator Company that are on this side of the 
river. The company has five large eleva- 
tors orf this side. The six other eleyators 
are on the East side, and, therefore, come 
under the jurisdiction. of the Warehouse 
Commissioners of the State of Illinois. 

Inspector O’Shea, when asked about the 
matter to-day, said: 

“Yes, I have received an order from the 
Railway and Warehouse Commissioners of 
Missouri to weigh up all the grain in the 
five elevators on this side of'the river that 
belongs to the St. Louis United Elevator 
Company. When the work is completed my 
report will be made public. 

“Some criticism of this office has been 
made, I understand, by persons who believe 
that I should have had the wheat weighed 
up in each elevator at least once a year. 
The question has been often asked, ‘Why 
has the grain inspector not weighed up this 
wheat long ago? 

But the answer is simple. I have no au- 
thority to weigh up the wheat in the ele- 
vators unless I receive an order to do so 
from the Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners, under whose jurisdiction my*office 
is placed. My duty is simply to see that 
the grain that goes in and comes out of the 
elevators is probably weighed, and that the 
grades are reported correctly, and that 
there is no mixing of grades, etc. I Have 
no authority to weigh up all the wheat 
found in an elevator, except when I receive 
special instructions as in this case. 

“However, I must say that the officials 
of the United Elevator Co. have always 
seemed to be willing to have their wheat 
weighed up. This Grain Inspection De- 

partment was established after the United 

levator combine was organized. The of- 
fice had no figures to base its work upon, 
therefore, and we began a year ago.to 
weigh up the wheat in the United Elevator 
Co.’s elevators.

Then President Web M. Samuel of the 
Elevator company drew a promissory note 
for $275,000, which was signed by the di- 
rectors. and accepted by the ississippi 
Valley Trust Ca. and signed by its Presi- 
dent, Julius S. Walsh. Fred K. Wierting, 
the notary public, tied the deal by swear- 
ing the interested parties to the law laid 
down in the document. 

The property mortgaged for the secord 
timé is valued at $300,000, and consists al- 
most, exclusively of real estate situated in 
various parts of the city. The principal 
piéce of property is the grain elevator it- 
self, fronting 195 feet on the levee, between 
Biddle and Lewis streets, valued at $100,000.

WHO DIED FIRST? 


Question on Which the Fate of Prof. 
Whiting’s Estate Depends. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 8.—The fate 
of an estate valued at $100,000 is likely to 
rest on whether Prof. Harold Whiting of 
the University of California, who was lost 


on the Colima, died before or after his wife, 
who was drowned on the same voyage. 

Just before Prof. Whiting started on his 
fatal voyage he made two wills which he 
mailed to an old college friend who is now 
an attorney at Cambridge, Mass. One was 
to the effect that if he should be drowned 
his estate should go to the surviving mem- 
bers of his family. The other was that in 
case he and his wife and children were all 
drowned, his estate should revert to the 
members of his family living in the East. 

If Prof. Whiting died first his wife and 
children immediately became his heirs, but 
if Mrs, Whiting died first her heirs will in- 
herit the fortune to the exclusion of heirs 
of Prof. Whiting in the East. ' 

Two persons who gaid they were repre- 
sentatives of attorneys have called on A.

Sutherland was on the 
same raft with Whiting and tried to save 
the professor’s life. Sutherland was asked 
whether Whiting or his wife died first.

VIOLENTLY INSANE. 


Strange Attack of John O. Nasland in 
j the Dead of Night. 


Frightful screams issuing from the third 
floor of the tenement house, 802 South Eighth 
street, at 1 o’clock Saturday morning, 
aroused the neighbors and police.

was opened and John O Nasland was found 
violently insane.

THE NEW DISPENSARIES. ‘ 

The Board of Health acted without due 
consideration in approving the plan of 
Health Commissioner Starkloſf to provide 
additional eee in outlying dis- 
tricts. 

Dr. Starkloff propoies to establish three 
new dispensaries in the extreme northern, 

| southern and western districts. By em- 

ploying the new dispensary physicians 
for vaccine work he estimates the addi- 
tional cost to be about $7,000. But it is 
difficult to see how the cost can be kept 
within that sum if an efficient medical 
corps is maintained. Two physicians and 
two ambulance corps, one for day and the 
other for night serVice, will be needed 
at each dispensary or its chief value for 
emergency work will be lost. 

Except for emergency cases, such as 
accidents and sunstrokes, the chief work 
of the dispensary is the treatment of the 
indigent sick, and it is doubtful if it will 
pay to maintain a dispensary in any one 
of the districts named for that work. Dr. 
Starkloff’s proposed use of the dispensary 
physicians for the treatment & the in- 
digent sick at their homes will tend to 
diminish the need of the new dispensar- 
ies. 

For emergency cases it is not now nec- 
essary to send ambulances from the Cen- 
tral Dispensary, because emergency am- 
bulances are stationed at the Female 
Hospital, the City Hospital and the Third 
District Police. Station. Physicians ac- 
company these ambulances to give imme- 
diate medical attention so that a near-by 
dispensary is hardly necessgry, as cases 
requiring hospital treatment may be 
taken at once to the City Hospital. 

Most of the dispensary cases come from 
the central tenement districts, and all the 
needs of the outlying districts which the 
Central Dispensary and corps of physi- 
cians cannot meet could be better at- 
tended to by increasing the efficiency of 
the ambulance service. Light ambu- 
lances stationed at conveniently distrib- 
uted locations are needed more than new 
dispensaries ig the suburbs and can be 
supplied at much less cost. Three new 
dispensaries - would make unnecessary 
additions to municipal expenses.

Only Two Southern and Western Gov- 
ernors Oppose the White Metal. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—Repliies from four- 
tween Western and Southern Governors, ir- 
respective of old y lines, show that with 
the exception of two, one Democrat and 
one Republican, they favor the free and 
a coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 


o 1. 

The replies were sent in response to these 
queries issued from this city: 

1. Do you favor the free cginage of silver 
by the United States independent of the 
action of any other nation? ‘ 

2. Is there a strong probability that the 
Democrats of your State will vote to put 
2 free coinage plank in their national plat- 


3. What is the feeling among the Repub- 
cans of your State as to this question? 
The only two Governors who did not re- 
spond in the affirmative to the first ques- 
tion were Gov. Stone of Mississippi, a 
Democrat, and Lord of Oregon, Republl- 
can. Gov. Stone says: “I do not favor the 
free and independent coinage of silver ex- 
cept as provided by the National Demo- 
cratic platform of 192. The Democrats of 
Mississippi would vote for a free coinage 
plank in the National Convention, if it 
were held now, but I do not believe they 
will n 189%. As to the Republicans, we 
have few in this State with views on this 
or any other question, but most of the few 
are opposed to the 16 to 1 free coinage. 
The Populists all favor it. 

Gov. Lord says: I am not in favor of free 
and independent silver coinage... I think the 
Democrats of Oregoh will vote for a free 
comege 1 The Republicans of Oregon 
are divided on the question. 

Gov. Stone of Missouri leaves no doubt as 
to his position, He says: I am in favor of 
free and 8 silver coinage. There 
is no doubt that the Missouri delegation in 
the Democratic National convention will 
vote for a plank expressing the demand of 
our Democratic masses for such coin. The 
Republicans of Missouri stand about half 
and half. 

Gov. Matthews (Dem.) of Indiana believes 
in the United States taking the initiative 
in securing an agreement among nations in 
this respect and that if this prove a failure, 
he believes in this Government independ- 
ently coining silver, but, excluding foreign 
bullion. As to the feeling among the 
Democrats, he is not sure but the Republi- 
— are undoubtedly for the gold stand- 
ard. .

Gov. Carr Dem.) of North Carolina re- 
sponds affirmatively to the first two ques- 
tions, and also believes Republicans of his 
State favor silver.

„Gov. Mcintyre (Rep.) of Colorado says: 

I am in favor of free coinage, independ- 
ent of the action of any other nation. The 
Democrats of this State will vote for such 
coinage in their national convention. The 
feeling among our Republicans is the same 
as that among Democrats.“ 

Gov. Richards (Rep.) of Wyoming: ‘To 
the first, yes; to the second, yes; to the

ov. ckards (Rep.) of Montana puts it 
this way: 1.
